Tiie  object  of  the  Uoveramental  budget 
of  business  will  undoubtMly  be  to  increase 
farilitie.s  for  promoting  pro^MMltjr,  alld'M  bNhd 
and  comprehensive  lines. 

The  Speech  of  the  Lleutenant-Oovemor,  with 
which  the  session  will  be  opened,  may  prove  a 
document  of  more  than  averagt  Intezmst  la  the 
matter  of  the  coming  legisTbtlonto  whuih  It  will 
refer.  It  Is  certain  tQ,.  make  allusion  to  the 
measure  of  thankfulness  felt  in  British  Columbia 
at  the  complete  recovery  of  His  Majesty  from  the 
•trlous  Illness  from  which  he  was  suffering  a  year 
ago.  A.s  l.s  ru.stomary  in  .such  prononnepmpnt.s, 
occasion  will  be  taken  to  direct  aiteutiun  to 
progress  being  mada  la  dlffarent  departments  of 
material  endeavor.  The  opportunity  will  exist  of 
alluding  to  how,  in  the  great  majority  of  avenues 
— di  p>oduetlf»  cffott,  increa—  hate  been  Aown 
during  the  past  twelve  month.?.  This  Is  the  case 
With  forestry  returns,  mining  and  agriculture, 
and  if  the  fisheries  tndiialry  has  noi  secured  such 
n.  largo  revenue  a.s  in  some  past  year.s  it  Is  due 
to  ^conditions  which  afford  opportunity  for  re- 
adjustment. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  legislation 
already  promised  at  the  present  session  is  a  Loan 
Bill  to  afford  moneys  for  carrying  on  road  con- 
struction. Tills  may  reach  a  sum  of  several 
million  dollars,  the  expenditure  of  which  will  be 
.spread  over  a  period  of  years.  The  Oovemment 
has  been  considering  the  desirability  of  an  In- 
crease In  the  Ra.sollne  tax  from  three  to  five  cents 
per  (gallon,  if  such  legislation  Is  adopted  the 
mbney  derlvad  from  this  increased  tax  would 
meet,  at  least  In  part,  the  Interest  and  sinking 
fund  incurred  by  a  new  loan.  In  the  road  Im- 
pfi»vementi  contsmplated  to  meet  the  growing 
demand.s  of  traf?1c,  the  Government  has  already 
ai^iiounced  a  new  arterial  road  policy  whereby 
it  Wfll  take  over  the  maintenance  and  Improve- 
ment of  trunk  }iighway.s  within  orRanlzed 
districts.  Legislation  wiU  be  n^esaary  to  put  Uiis 
policy  into  effad      4    •  ■ 

Among  other. Oovemment  BUl.s  there  are  indi- 
cations that  some  measure  will  be  proposed  for 
the  settlement  of  land  by  a  more  systematic  plan 
than  has  obtained  up  to  the  present.  The  Gov- 
ernment has  already  announced  it.s  Intention  of 
making  special  efforts  to  settje  the  reclaimed 
lands  of  the  Sumas  area  and  certain  lands  in 
the  South  Okanagan.  In  connection  with  the 
latter,  legislation  can  well  be  expected  before 
long  on  the  basis  of  recommendations  anticipated 
in  Mr  Sanford  Evans'  report,  and  this  may  mean 
the  placing  of  irrigation  loans  on  a  new  basis.  In 
addition,  both  to  foster  land  settlement  and  to 
a.s.«;lst  farmers  already  on  the  land  of  the 
provhice,  there  will  be  co-operative  effort  to 
promote  better  marketing  conditions. 

The  Provincial  Government  Is  hereafter  to 
have  control  over  the  Issuance  of  Ucences  to 
salmpn  canneries  and  fish  packing  plants.  This 
Involves  new  legislation,  and  there  will  be.  there- 
fnro.  as  already  pointed  out  by  the  responsible 
Minister,  a  new  Fisheries  Act,  the  object  of  which 
wlU  ba  to  promote  regulations  which  will  add  to 
the  prosperity  of  the  Industry.  Another  piece  nf 
legislation  which  seems  desirable  Is  some  act 
along  ttia  lines  of  that  which  now  obtains  in 
Ontario  and  Alberta,  whereby  juri.sdictlon  can  be 
exercised  over  stock-broking  Arms.  If  the 
example  of  other  provinces  Is  followed,  the  Act 

here  would  pive  the  Government  power  to  in- 
vestigate the  books  of  stock-broking  organiza- 
tions, and,  if  conditions  warrant,  to  suqiend 
opt  ration  es  Where  the  public  stand  In 

need  of  protection. 

Reforms  have  been  under  consideration  for 
.some  time  pa.st  afTertlnK  both  the  provincial 
taxation  system  and  the  Provincial  Civil  Service. 
In  both  cases  scmie  legislation  should  be  antici- 
pated. There  Is  to  be  a  reorganization  of  the 
taxation  .^y.'itpm.  and.  in  connection  with  fl.scal 
affalr.i,  a  strong  hope  Is  entertained  of  expendi- 
tures being  pruned  In  several  directions.  A 
.specific  ln.'!tance  of  taxation  reform  may  be  in 
the  direction  of  putting  limits  to  the  assessments 
Which  may  ba  made  on  farm  lands  within 
mtmicipnllties.  a  move  which  would  act  as  an 
encouragement  to  agricultural  development. 

Negotiations  for  the  return  of  the  railway 
land.s  and  the  Peace  River  Block  to  the  Province 
are  about  completed  at  Ottawa,  and,  if  these 
have  proved  satisfactory  to  the  Province,  there 
will  be  leRi.slat ion  thi.s  session  to  ratify  the 
transfer.  What  is  being  done  in  the  return  of 
these  lands  will  place  the  Province  In  a  stronger 
position  than  ever  before  \n  relation  to  the 
future  of  the  problem  of  the  Pacific  Great  Ea.-^t- 
ern  Railway.  That  railway,  for  the  flrst  time  In 
its  history,  has  bean  lowing  a  profit  on  qpera- 
tlon*;  for  .«inme  month."?  and  the  outlook  l.s  hnpp- 
f ui.  No  policy  for  the  future  will  be  devised  until 
such  time  as  the  report  of  the  survey  conducted 

last  yaaT:  by  the  Onvernment  and  the  railway 
companlea  la  available  for  discussion  and  decision. 
That  means  legislation  In  res|>ect  to  th«  future 
of  the  railway  is  unlikely  during  th'^  pre.«ent 
.session,  tliough  the  Government  may  be  in  a 
position  to  ftv«  tha  Ronae  soma  loklliit  of  lt« 
Intentions.

IS  ACROSS  DIVIDE 

Mr.  William  John  Wale  Came  Here 
ta  IK  {     Mined  in 

Cajiboo 

Tliere  passed  away  at  an  early 
hour  yesterday,  at  tho  residence  of 
his  daughter.  Mrs.  J.  U.  Praser«  2524 
Wark  Street,  Victoria,  William  John 

Wale,  another  of  Victoria's  pioneers 
He  left  Oravesend.  I':ngland,  in 
August,  1852.  and  arrived  where 
Victoria  now  stands,  in  January, 
1853,  on  the  sailing  shl|i  Norman 
Morrison. 

The  deceased,  who  was  pre- 
deceased by  his  wife  a  number  of 
years 'ago.  leaves  to  mourn  his  loss, 
two  son>.  Albert  Edward  and  Arthur 
Frcderlrk.  of  Lan^ford.  and  four 
dauKhters  Mrs.  J.  O.  Praser,  2524 
Wark  .Street.  Victoria;  Mrs.  WUllar 
R  Scafe,  Mrs.  William  WatU  an< 
Mrs.  L.  R.  Turner,  of  Langford. 

The  late  Mr.  Wale  was  one  of  the 
pioneers  who  went  to  the  Cariboo 
gold  fields  In  1858.  After  his  return 
to  Victoria  he  farmed  in  the  .Saan- 
ich  and  Ksqulmalt  districts  until  re- 
tiring to  tlie  city.  He  was  appointed 
a  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  prov- 
ince of  British  Cc^uihbla  In  1190. 
Mr.  Wale  Was  bom  in  London. 
England,  eighty -seven  years  ago.

The  Kootenay  Flat,  on  tlie  Koote- 
nay  River,  near  Creston.  lyid-r  the 
energetic  policy  followed  by  the 
company  which  has  been  reclaiming 
that  area,  has  made  a  good  showing. 
Already  6.800  acres  of  land  have 
been  brought  under  cultivation 
divided  Into  farms  varying  from 
about  nve  hundred  acres  to  seven  or 
eight  hundred. 

Mr.  Howard  Amon  and  Mr.  Guy 
Constable,  who  are  representing  the 
syndicate,  are  In  the  city  now  for 
the  purpose  of  consulting  with  the 
Gvemment  with  respect  to  future 
operations  in  the  matter. 

The  policy  of  this  syndicate  has 
been  to  make  the  reclamation  with 
the  option  of  purchase  of  the  land 
following  the  completion  of  the 
work.  The  reselling  of  the  areas 
so  reclaimed  is  carried  out  by  the 
organization  vlthout  any  assistance 
from  tile  Oovernment. 

The  land  is  of  rl(  h  bottom  quality 
which  only  required  the  protection 
of  it  from  the  flooding  of  the  river 
to  convert  it  into  the  very  beat  of 
agricultural  land.  There  are  33,000 
acres  more  requiring  to  be  similarly 
treated,  and  with  this  the  repre- 
sentative."; of  the  syndicate  are 
ready  to  proceed  If  the  arrangements 
can  be  entered  Into  with  the  local 
Oovernment  for  acquiring  the  area. 
.  Tlwsa  areas  have  been  taken  by 
large  farmers  who  have  had  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  the  industry,  and 
are  hrtnglng  on  the  land  a  large  in- 
vestment Thev  are  for  the  most 
part  from  the  other  ,<;ide  of  the  line. 

In  splto  of  the  fact  that  It  was 
late  last  year  before  the  reclamation 
was  carried  out,  so  that  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  lands  oould  be  proceeded 
with,  the  crops  of  wheat  yielded 
from  thlrty-plx  bashels  up  TTie 
syndicate  of  owjiers  brought  the 
first  combine  into  the  province,  cut- 
ting the  wheat  and  threshing  It  at 
one  operation  as  It  moved  along. 
They  brought  In  tractors  in  niunbbrs 
and  thus  handled  the  breaking  of 
the  land  and  the  other  farming 
operations  on  a  large  scale

Outside  the  performance  of  Bhute,  perhnp.s  the  most  interesting 
development  of  the  year  to  date  Is  Johnny  Farrells  apparent  return  to 
form  All  last  season  .Johnny  was  ofT  form  and  never  once  rankod  amolV 
the  topnotch  medalist,,,  where  he  usually  has  been  1-2-3. 

This  year,  however,  he  ls  Rf-tiinK  off  to  a  good  .start.  He  now  holds 
fifth  place.  This  may  mean  that  his  off  year  wlU  be  followed  by  one  la 
which  he  will  create  a  real  stir  again. 

Not  in  years  has  scoring  been  so  high  as  at  present.  Averages  gen- 
erally are  running  three  and  four  points  higher  than  in  previous  years. 
This  Is  due,  of  course,  to  imfavorablo  playing  conditions  oneouatored  in 
the  Winter  tournament  belt.

Aldermen-elect  Jones.   Stone  and 

Turner  were  sworn  in  and  took  j 
their  places  as  members  of  the  ! 
coun(  il  Mavor  .Steede  then  gave  ' 
an  addre.s.s  covering  the  most  Im-  j 
pcrtant  work  which  would  have  to 
be  done  during  the  coming  yegr.  He 
stated  that  the  city  had  more  prob- 
lems to  face  than  usual,  but  that 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  council  he  hoped  that 
the  end  of  the  year  would  find  that 
their  labors  had  been  succe.vsful. 
Hie  paving  of  the  road  between  the 
two  town.s  would  have  to  be  com- 
pleted, and  Colfex  sidewalks  would 
no  doubt  be  laid  throughout  a 
niunber  of  the  streets  of  the  city. 
A  great  effort  must  be  made  to  have 
the  correct  levels  of  Argyle  Street 
settled  so  that  no  longer  wettM  M»y- 
onc  be  hindered  In  erecting  build- 
ings by  the  amioyance  of  not  know- 
ing the  correct  leveLs  Although  the 
by-law  to  pave  Argyle  Street  had 
been  defeated,  he  hoped  that  the 
city  would  be  able  to  do  some  hard 
I  surfacing  on  some  of  the  roads. 

But  most  Important  of  aU.  some- 
I  thing  would  have  to  be  done  to  the 
pipe  line  irt  order  to  keep  the  city's 
water  -upply  secure.  The  greater 
part  of  the  p)p«  line  could  be  re- 
placed a  section  at  a  time,  but  there 
was  about  a  mile  and  a  half  which 
would  have  to  be  done  very  soon  He 
understood  that  slxteen-inch  cast 
Iron  pipe  could  now  be  purchased  at 
$1M  a  foot.
